This set of trenchers were found some hundred years ago at 
Elmly Castle, Worcestershire, and have been exhibited at the 
Annual Meeting of the Archeological Institute at Winchester 
in 1845, and at the Society of Antiquaries, June 28, 1888. They 
are described in the Proceedings of the latter Society under this 
date, and described and figured by Mr. Albert Way in “ Illus- 
trations of Domestic Customs during the Middle Ages,” and 
also in “ The Portfolio” of Sept., 1885, by Professor Church. 

Though many sets of circular trenchers are known, those of 
oblong form are extremely rare, and this set is believed to be 
the finest example of its shape.
